STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April 19. 
—Investigators of the Kreuger 
companies disclosed today they had 
learned Ivar Kreuger negotiated in 
1930 for control of the largest 
match factory in Spain. 

Spanish law prevented him from 
acquiring control and Kreuger gave 
2,000,000 pesetas tp Jose Serran, a 
member of the Spanish Senate, the 
investigators said. (Normally worth 
19 cents, the peseta is now quoted 
under 8 cents. Two million pesetas 
at par would be about $400,000; to- 
day about $160,000). 

Instead of using the money to 
buy for Kreuger’s account, the in- 
vestigation disclosed, Serran fled to 
Italy and was arrested there. Action 
against him was halted on Kreu- 
ger’s demand. 

Today’s newspapers said it had 
been learned that Kreuger used 


himself a victim of blackmail. 

Police searched Krueger’s home 
today but said they found nothing 
of imp ce.

The old 
rate was a fiat 1 per cent. 

Corporations will be required to 
pay a tax of $443,150, which is

though the rate was increased from 
1 per cent to 1.3 per cent. 

The tax rates reflect three and a 
half months’ operation of the new 
State income tax law under which 
rate increases became _ effective 
Sept. 15 last. For 1932 the income 
tax rate for corporations will be 
a flat 2 per cent of net income. 
For fhdividuals the rate will ranze 
from 1 to 4 per cent. 

For 1929, 58,885 individuals in St. 
Louis reported taxable incomes to- 
taling $107,117,167. For 1930 the 
number of individual taxpayers de- 
creased to 53,795. with taxable in- 
comes totaling $83,561,949. - 

For 1929, 3554 St. Louis corpora- 
tions reported net income totaling 
$88,829,343.

Family and 6000 Employes Are 
Beneficiaries, Inventory 
Is Approved. 

CHICAGO, April 19.—An inven- 
tory of the estate left to his em- 
ployes and family by the late Rich- 
ard T. Crame Jr., president of the 
Crane Co., showed assets of about 
$27.000,000. 

The inventory was approved yes- 
terday by Probate Judge Henry 
Horner. Crane was 58 years old 
when he died last Nov. 7. He had 
named more than 6000 beneficiar- 
ies, including employes throughout 
the world. It was the largest num- 
ber of beneficiaries ever listed by 
an estate in the Cook County Pro- 
bate Court, 

The will provided that Mrs. Flor- 
ence H. Crane, the widow, was to 
receife $200.000 for disposition to 


charities at her discretion; also one- 


third the residuary estate in trust, 
her husband's personal effects and 
the 1500-acre estate at Ipswich. 
Mass. 

The bulk of the estate consisted 
of Crane Co. stock—986,141 shares 
of common and 4936 preferred.

DOCTOR AND WIFE KILL SELVES 
IN VIENNA GAMBLING SCANDAL 


VIENNA, April 19.—Two Barons 
were arrested and a physician as- 
sociated with them committed sui- 
cide with his wife today as a result 
of a gambling scandal in two fash- 
ionable clubs here. 

The prisoners are Baron Otto 
Gutmann-Gelse and Baron Henri 
Menasse. The physician was Dr. 
Hermann Loewy. His body was 
found beside*that of his wife in 
their apartment. Police said they 
had shot themselves. 

The authorities are still looking 
for a third man who, they said, 
acted in concert with the others to 
fleece their fellow members in the 
clubs over a period of a year with 
the assistance of a club employe 
who provided marked cards. 
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Cal., who received a $20,000 trust 
fund under the will 

Pointing out that eight jurors 
were indebted to Judge Rutledge

Tatum, and against attorneys of the 
firm of Thompson, Mitchell, 
Thompson & Young, which repre- 
sented the defendants. 

“When the Court would rule | 
against Mr. Foristel and Mr. Cox,” | 
the petition states, “he would make 
frequent apologies for so ruling, 
but when the Court ruled against 
counse! for these defendants, he 
would lecture and reprimand coun- 
sei for these defendants and by his 
attitude and demeanor, throughout 
the trial. indicate clearly that his 
sympathies and desires were with 
Mr. Foristel and Mr. Cox, ard: that 
his displeasure and impatience were 
against the attorneys for these de- 
fendants.” 

Judge Rutledge also is charged 
with showing “every courtesy and 
consideration and all patience pos- 
sible” to Foristel and Cox and “‘lit- 
tle or no consideration” for the de- 
fendants’ attorneys, até with mak- 
ing comments on the evidence 
favorable to the plaintiff's case. 

Service of Jurors Set Forth. 

The service of the jurors is set 
forth in detail, The petition points 
out that three, fncluding the fore- 
man, George H. Jaromack, 43867 
San Francisco avenue, had served 
five weeks before the Bordley case 
went to trial on March 16, that 
three others had served four weeks 
previously and two jurors two 
weeks each. The remaining four 
jurors were members of a new 
panel. 

Concerning the unemployed men 
held over, the petition says, “The 
conduct and policy of theJudge of 
the court in giving these above- 
mentioned men a position to serve 
as jurors for the compensation to 
be received gave the Judge of the 
court tremendous influence with 
them.” The jurors, all but one of 
whom voted to set aside the will. 
are charged with “disregarding the 
overwhelming evidence” in favor of 
the defendants. 


dhirty-two separate ajlegations 
are made in the petition but most 
of them concern legal formalities 
to perfect an appeal. The two 
principal technicalities involved are 
a charge that service on the de- 
fendants in the contest wag not 
made within the time allowed by 
the statute of limitations and that 
Mrs. Tatum, by accepting $1020 in- 
come from her trust fund under 
the will, barred herself from filing 
the suit.

In his testimony Massie said his 
wife awakened him one night 
screaming and saying she had 
heard footsteps outside. The Lieu- 
tenant said he at first doubted this, 
but listened and heard footsteps. 

Dr. Withington, who referred to 
Massie as “Tommy,” said he per- 
formed an operation upon Mrs. 
Massie. He ¢esitfied that for five 
weeks wires were used to lace Mrs. 
Massie’s broken jaw together. 

Argument Over Lvidcence. 

Darrow and Prosecutor John C.

Merchandise Found in Many of 
Periodica Sent Abroad

method of smuggling. .The transi-

1% cents for each two ounces. 
Many persons neglected to add the 
increased postage. 

As a result, the periodicals were 
sent to the dead letter office. 
There, the Postoffice Department 
announced today. it was discovered 
the senders had included merchan- 
dise such as hose, handkerchiefs. 
dress goods and glovesin the pack- 
ages along with periodicals. 

This was true, the department 
said, of 35 per cent of the bundles 
opened. . 

Orders have been issued to watch 
carefully in the future for such 


attempts at smuggling. 


LACLEDE GAS LIGHT STOCK 
SELLS AT $73 IN NEW YORK

the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St 
Louis, dealt in on the New York 
Stock Exchange for the first time 
in six months, sold today at $73 a 
shage for 100 shares. The last 
previous transaction in this stock 
on the exchange was last Novem- 
ber, at $158 a share, which, ex- 
cluding a recent dividend, was 
$82.50 higher than today’s price. 

A majority of the 107,000 com- 
mon shares of Laclede Gas is 
owned by the Utilities Power & 
Light Corporation of Chicago, of 
which Harley L. Clarke is presi- 
dent. Clarke purchased Laclede 
control in 1927 from Charles A. 
Munroe at a price equivalent to 
$230 a share for Laclede stock—a 
deal] in which Munroe and his as- 
sociates made a profit of approxi- 

The first bid for the stock today 
was $50. $125 asked. Later the

Administration Senators, among 
them the Republican leader, Wat- 
sor of Indiana, reiterated their de- 
termination to go to the bottom of 
the subject and determine what in- 
fluences have been depressing the 
market. 
Names Kept From Public. 

The list of short traders’ names 
was guarded from publication, but 
Senators who have seen it said the 
great majority were unknown, lead- 
ing to the belief expressed by some 
that in the larger transactions 
either fictitious names or those of 
agents for big operators had been 
used One Senator said he would 
propose that the committee pick 
out a few of the more important 
tranasctions and send investigators 
into brokerage offices to find out 


‘who was behind them. 


Many new angles of the investi- 
gation were being presented to 
members of the committee, and 
Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, 
said he would ask for an inquiry 
into the publication by a certain 
magazine recently of the purported 
names of many big short traders. 
Publication of the names was sud- 
denly stopped, after the magazine 
had announced that more would De 
given.

“A Trap for Tax, ayer.” 
Committee members had some 
fun at the expense of J. @. Al- 
brecht, a Buffalo attorney who 
specializes in obtaining tax refunds 
for wealthy clients from the Treas- 
ury. He appeared yesterday aft- 
ernoon to protest against the pro- 
posed increase in the tax on stock 
sales and against the proposal to 
limit deductions for capital losses 
suffered on stock sales. 

Albrecht protested that by tax- 
ing capital gains during the pros- 
perous years and proposing now 
to limit the deductions for capital 
losses, the Government would ‘be 
in the position of having “set a 
trap for the taxpayer.” He was 
reminded that Congress never guar- 
anteed that any tax law-.would re- 
main unchanged. 

When Albrecht complained plain- 
tively that “there was a period of 


lutely unable to show any losses,” 
Connally of Texas guffawed aloud, 
“Now, isn’t that pitiful?” he said. 


Albrecht said many people un- 
doubtedly would seek to evade the 
rovisions, but he was afraid that 
the rigid language of the present 
bill would make evasion almost im- 
possible.

Acceptance of the Interior bill 
amendments, accom panied by 
Speaker Garner’s.statement that he 
favored the same treatment for the 
rest of the big money bills, was 
opposed by but 42 members, 
though it involved the approval of 
such cuts as a reduction to $6,000,- 
000 in the appropriation for the 
Hoover Danr from the $10,000,000 
required. 

When the Senate ordered the 
Treasury-Postoffice cut it passed 
the most difficult hurdle in the 10 
per cent reduction program, Oppo- 
sition having centered largely on 
that one Dill. 

The appropriation for Congress 
was but a side for a week at least, 
to give the special economy com- 
mittee time to draft in amendment 
covering the entire program of 
pay reductions, abolition and con- 
solidation of Federal activities. 

The committee went at this task 
again today to solve complications 
brought about by its disagreement 
with several suggestions presented 
by the administration, and lack of 
unanimity within the committee on 
several important points. 

The Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee charged with slashing 
10 per cent from the billion-dollar 
Treasury-Postoffice supply bill, to- 
day called Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mills and Postmaster-General 
Brown to confer with them tomor- 
row on what cuts could be made, 
The bill carries $1,059,000,000, but 
building funds of $108,000,000 in 
the $254,000,000 allotted the Treas- 
ury are exempted from the 10 per 
cent reduction. The decrease will 
be made in the $805,000,000 for the 
Postoffice Jepartment and the 
$146,000,000 balan of the Treas- 
ury’s fund. 

Chairman McDuffie said today

DEBT PROPOSAL 


Says 20-Year Moratorium i 
Would Benefit Only 


Holders of Private Euro- 


pean Obligations. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—For- 


mer Gov. Alfred E. Smith's pro- 
posal for a 20-year moratorium on 
war debts was attacked in the Sen- 
ate today by Borah of Idaho, as a 
debt cancellation plan which would 
only bonefit holders of private Eu- 


ropean obligations. 

As word spread that the new 
British budget did not include pro- 
vision for payment of the war debt 
to America, Borah took the Senate 
floor to oppose cancellation of the 
obligations, saying it would have 
no beneficial economic effect “if 
the present policies in Europe con- 
tinue.” 

The chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee said debt 
cancellation would throw the en- 
tire burden on the American tax- 
payer, 

“The most recent proposal by a 
leading political figure,” he said, 
“was to the effect that we should 
forget the debts for 20 years. 

“The first observation to be made 
is that if we forget them for 20 
years they will be regarded and 
treated as canceled. 

“In addition, the proposal is 
made that for every $100,000,000 
of goods purchased in this country 
$25,000,000 of the debts should be 
canceled. The idea is that it would 
increase the European purchases 
and therefore compensate for can- 
cellation. 

“But examination discloses that 
if these nations purchase no more, 
if they continue to purchase the 
same amounts, the result will be 
cancellation.” 

“Whatever the good faith in 
which the proposal was put for- 
ward it is a proposal for cancella- 
tion,” he continued. “There is no 
question of who would benefit from 
the 20-year plan. The American 
taxpayer could not, there would be 
no increased purchasing and no en- 
largement of sales. 

“There is one class of people who 
would benefit. We have loaned 
$17,000,000,000 abroad since 1917. 
largely in Europe. 

“If public debts are forgiven, the 
private debt holders would be gen- 
erally advantaged. 

“The taxpayers would be subordl- 
nated to the interests of the private 
claimants. The only persons who 
could possibly benefit would be 
those who hold priv ate loans in Eu- 
rope. 

“It would be infinitely better to 
propose an absolute cancellation.” 

“These are debts ‘owed the 
American taxpayer,” Borah thun- 
dered, adding: “Tf a program 
could be submitted to open up 
harbors and markets and the like, 
the American taxpayer would be 
sympathetic, but no such proposi- 
tion has been made. The proposi- 
tions so far made would result in 
unloading the entire burden on 
the American taxpayer,” 

The Idahean, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 


prefaced his address with these | 


remarks: 

“Recent events have brought the 
subject of debts owing to the Unit- 
ed States up for discussion again. 

“Tt is well to recall that we re- 
duced these debts in the interest

E, L. Manning Also Transmits 
Music by Light Wave in 
Demonstration Here. 


Every seat in Soldan High School 
auditorium was: filled and, many 
persons stood last night to watch a 
“wizard of science” push electrons 
through the 
wand. Thé “wizard,” so named by 
Floyd Gibbons in a national radio 
program, was E. L. Manning of 
Schenectady, research physicist of 
the General Electric Co. He per- 
formed his marvels last night under 
auspices of the Engineers’ Club, 
and today at a luncheon of the 
Electrical Board of Trade’ at Hotel 
Statler he spoke on “Research—In- 
dustry’s Most Important Raw Ma- 
terial.” 

Spectators could not, of course, 
see the electrons, but could hear 
reports like .gunfire as Manning 
swept the invisible particles into 
apparatus connected with a loug- 
speaker. And they saw him trans- 
mit music by a“light wave exactly 
as it travels on a radio wave, light 


|tubes of gas by radiation and pop 


corn by radiation which emanated 
from icy brine without melting the 
ice. 

Amplified by a complicated ap- 
paratus, the invisible particles 
thrown off by pitchblende, the 
black, radio-active ore in which ra- 
dium is found, resounded in a loud 
speaker like a radio broadcast’s 
sound effects for a sham battle. 
Emanations of radium, passing 
through a lead sheath an inch 
thick, produced the same _ effect, 
and when the sheath was removed. 
the gunfire swelled to.the unbroken 
roar of a dozen machine guns. 

Twice, after Manning removed a 
radioactive substance from the ap- 
paratus, - single report sounded in 
the loud speaker and the audience 
laughed, Smiling, he explained that 
particles such as those thrown off 
by radium were constantly in the 


4s air, and he picked up an amber 


wand to prove it. 

Rubbing the wand so that it 
would repel positively charged par- 
ticles, he pushed them with : it 
through the air into another am- 


plifying apparatus to set off fhe 
loud-speaker barrage. Then, to 
reverse the process, he used a 


wand of hard rubber, which takes 
the opposite electrical charge, and 
set off the mimic gunfire again by 
drawing the particles into the ap- 
paratus from the rear.

This Is Last Day for Submitting 

Formal Evidence Against Fidel- 
ity Trust. 

More than 1000 depositors and 

creditors of the closed Fidelity 


Bank & Trust Co., 1132 Washington 
avenue, with claims totaling about 
$75,000, had not filed formal proof 
of their claims this morning, the 
last day on which they will be ac- 
cepted.

The 
bond and mortgage company, which 
is in receivership, has filed a claim 
for $84,000 representing advances 
said to have been maége to the bank 
before it failed, and the Skinker- 
Northwood Co. Investment Co., 
which is in receivership, has filed a 
claim for $52,000, alleging the bank 
was trustee for securities held for 
the investment company.

HOLDUP IN GARAGE 


Starts to Flee When 
Woman Screams.

BOWLING GREEN TO GILMORE 


St. Louis and Hannibal Road Gets 
Commission’s Approval; Shows 
$108,425 . Deficit.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 19.— 
Abandonment of that part of the 
line of the St. Louis and Hannibal 
Railroad Co. between Bowling 
Green and its southern terminus at 
Gilmore, St. Charles.County, be- 
cause of operating losses, was au- 
thorized today by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. The line to be 
abandoned is 52 miles in length, or 
approximately two-thirds of the 
main line of the company, 85 miles 
long, between Hannibal and Gil- 
more. | 

The company is controlled by 
John Ringling, one of the owners 
of the Ringling .Circus. Its~ line 
connects with the Wabash Railway 
at Gilmore. 

The abandonnient was author- 
ized on a showing by the company 
that it had an operating deficit 
each year in the last five. years, 
with the exception of 1930, and 
that it had a balance sheet deficit 
of $108,425 last June $0, including 
3108,000 of unpaid tnterest. The 
conipany has a total investment of 
approximately $950,000 in road and 
equipment. The commission found 
that the losses were due to opera- 
tions on that part of the line to be 
abandoned and that the part to be 
retained in operation could Nave 
shown a slight profit, based on the 
company's books. 

Construction of the line was 
completed in 1893. Control of the 
stock was acquired by Ringling 
following sale of the road under 
foreclosure in 1917.

The deficit of $7,050,746 reported 
for-1931 is less than one-third the 
amount paid by the Wabash @ive 
years ago’ for stock in another rail- 
road in furtherance of one of the 
plans for a great consolidated sys- 
tem—a circumstance to which the 
Wabash’ receivership may be di- 
rectly traced. 

The financial history of the Wa- 


bash shows that this stock pur- 
chase was the principal cause of 
the receivership. 

Payment by the Wabash in 1927 
of .$23,794.472 for stock of the le- 
high Valley Railroad created a 
debt of Which at least ‘$8,000,000 
still outstanding in bank loans is 
one of the pressing obligations ior 
the paymen* of which the re.eiv- 
ers are seeking $18,500,000 in loans 
from the Federal Government's 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. The total outlay for Lehigh 
stock, now having market valtie of 
only a fraction of what it cost, 
exceeded by at least $5,200.000 the 
advances the receivers estimate 
will be needed to carry the Wa- 
bash through 1932. 

One of the obligations listed by 
the Wabash receivers in their ap- 
plication for a Government toan is 
$9,750,000 owed to banks on short 
term notes. Nat S. Brown, general 
counsel for the ‘receiVers, informed 
the Post-Dispatch that at teast 
$8.000.000 of this debt was ‘n- 
curred to get funds for payment of 
balances dye brokers for the Le- 
high stock. . The banks now hold 
the Lehigh stock, 258,929 shaves, 
as, collatera!] for the loan. Its ccst 
to Wabash, as stated, was $%3,- 
794,472; its par value, $12,946,- 
450, and its market value at pres- 
ent New York Stock Exchange 
quotation, approximately $2,500,- 
000. 

How Interest Charges Rose. 

Brown estimated that the Wa- 
bash paid $8,000,000 to $9,000,410 
of the purchase price in cash, bor- 
roWing the balance. It is known 
that some of the cash came from 
procpeds of the sale of refun ling 
bonds. ° =

Dividends were received on the 
Lehigh stock until early in 1931, 
the total being about $4.595.900.

Some 
Wabash borrowings are at a lower 
rate than 5 per cent, and some at 
a higher rate. 

As no dividends are being paid, 
there is virtually no market for the 
Lehigh stock and in its time of need 
the Wabash is deprived of the use 
of the capital ventured in the spec- 
ulation. 

Planned Great System. 

At the time of the purchase the 
Wabash was dominated by L F. 
Loree, head of the Delaware & 
Hudgon. Loree planned a_ great

GETS NO RELIEF 


FOR ANOTHER YEAR 


Neville Chendasin Tells 
Commons in Budget 
Speech He Plans New 
Tariff. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 19.—British tax- 
payers will have to stagger along 
under their present burdens for an- 
other. year, Neville Chamberlain, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, dis- 
closed today in. his budget speech 
to the House of Commens. There 
wil) be no relief for the income 
taxpayer and beer will cost as 
much as ever. 

But Britain haus balanced the 
budget with a surplus of £796, 000 
(about $3,000,000). 

In fact, however, the. British tax- 
payer’s position is worse than it 
was during the last fiscal year, 
since Chamberlain announced a re- 
vival of an old tea duty of 4 pence 
a pound with an imperial prefer- 
ence of 50 per cent Thus duty on 
empire tea will be 2 pence a pound. 

Increases Import Duties. 

The Chancellor announced an 
increase of 1 shilling per hundred- 
weight in preference for all colo- 
nial sugar imported into the United 
Kingdom for the next five years. 
Duties on foreign and dominion 
sugars would be unchanged. 

He also proposed to grand dur- 
ing the same period a special sup- 
plementary preference equal to an- 
other shilling on a limited quanti- 
ty of colonial sugar to be allocated 
by the Colonial Office among sugar 
producing colonies in proportion to 
their exports. The sugar changes 
would be operative from tomor- 
row. 

All silk import duties would be 
on an ad valorem basis in the fu- 
ture. 

It was one of the most prosaic 
budgets in recent years, providing 
only minor changes in British fi- 
nance, aside from the duty on tea. 

More Tariffs Coming. 

The Chancellor announced, how- 
ever, that new import duties rec- 
ommended by the Tariff Advisory 
Committee would be published soon 
and that they would yield £5,000,- 
000 in the fiscal year. He gave no 
hint of the nature of the impend- 
ing tariffs. . 

Chamberlain told the House that 
the revival of trade and employ- 
ment in the last few months gave 
Great Britain reason to hope that 
the worst of its economic depres- 
sion wes over. 

“The last year,” he said, “has 
been one Jf anxiety, difficulty and 
hardship. It is only in the last few 
months that some revival of-trade 
and employment has Jed us to hope 
that at least the worst is over. 

“Coming now to the -inancial 
year 1932-1933, I am including in 
the budget no receipts from repa- 
rations and no outgoings for war 
debts. The twoare self-balancing. 

“Later in the year, after the 
Lausanne conference, I shall sub- 
mit whatever proposals may be 
necessary tc give effect to the 
measure we agree upon.”’ 

This decision to hold both ac- 
counts in suspense for the present 
did not imply, he said, that any 
new decision had been made “on 
our policy in this delicate ques- 
tion.”

ENGLAND PUBLISHES 


1923 FREE STATE PACT 


Answers De Valera Challenge 
to Produce Document: on 
Irish Land Annuities. 


LONDON, April 19.—The British | 


Government has issued a White 
Paper containing thé text of finan- 
cial agreements between Great 


Britain and the Irish Free State 
signed on Feb, 12, 1923, by which 
it contends the Free State pledged 
itself to pay land annuities into the 
British treasury at stated intervals. 

Publication of the paper followed 
upon an exchange of notes between 
J. H.-Thomas, Dominions Secretary, 
and President Eamon de Valera 
regarding the proposal of the Free 
State Government to withhold pay- 
ment of land annuities amounting 
to £3,000,000 (nominally about 
$15,000,000). The annuities are 
collected from Free State farmers 
to repay loans by means of which 
they purchased land. 

De Valera said in one of the 
notes that his Government was un- 
aware of the existence of any 
agreement committing the Free 
State to pay the annuities to Great 
Britain and challenged the British 
Government to produce the docu- 
ment. 

Thomas said the financial agree- 


ments ware made by the former 
Free State Government of William 
T. Cosgrave, whom De Valera suc- 
ceeded recently as president. The 
agreement, based on the land act of 
1923, was understood to provide 
that only £3,000,000 of a total of 
£4,000,000 anually payable to a 
sinking fund for the redemption 
of land stocks issued by the British 
Governmeng and tethe interest was 
chargeable ‘to the annuities. Be- 
tween £800,000 and £900,000 of the 
balance was provided by the British 
Government and the Free State was 
said to have agreed to meet the 
remainder. 

De Valera has contended that the 
Free State was not obligated to pay 
the annuities into the British treas- 
ury.

Argentine Governor Asks That

Lesson-af the War Debts. 
To tho Méitor of the Post-Dispateh: 

OME few days ago, I noticed in this 
§ coiumn a letter from Raymond Ash- 

ford of New York, cfiticising the ar- 
ticles which appeared in the Saturday 
Evening Post by Garet Garrett on “The 
Book of the War Debts.” 

It seemed to me that this criticism 
was just a little unfair. Having read 
these articles by Mr. Garrett, I believe 
that they -were intended not so much to 
advocate the non-cancellation of the war 
debts, as to justify the United States 
in not cancelling them, if such were to 
be her ultimate decision. The intrica- 
cies of international debts and interna- 
tional trade are a closed book to me, 
but I can understand that this money 
was intended as a series of loans made 
in good faith by both parties and not a 
series of gifts. And as the United States 
paid every cent of her own war expenses, 
and not at bargain prices cither, and 
since she did not exact any reparations 
from the vanquished, neithér in money 
nor territory, which the other victor na- 
tions did exact, I cannot see how she 
could also be expected to pay the cx- 
penges of the other nations engaged. 

It seems to me a vast injustice that 
these other nations should engage in a 
‘system of propaganda which has finally 
caused their citizens to believe that we 
are a nation of Shylocks because we 
think we are entitled to even a partial 
payment. It also seems to me that any 
of our debtor nations, in maneuvering to 
get the United States to cance! their war 
debts if they will cancel the reparations, 
have nothing to lose but all to gain, since 
their debts are far in axcess of the repa- 
rations. The United States would be the 
only loser, although the war was not of 
her instigation, and she only entered aft- 
er considerable provocation. It brings 
to mind that old adage, “Lend a friend 
money and lose the friend.” 

The Allies cannot but admit that the 
United States, with her money and her 
manpower, saved them from ruin. And 
if she had refused her financial support, 
both during and after the war, they all 
know what would have been the out- 
come. Therefore, any cancellation of 
these debts, or partial cancellation, would 
be through a spirit of magnanimity and 
not because she isn’t entitled to every 
cent. . 

It seems to mé, therefore, that this is 
the solution to the whole war question. 
If all countries not engaged in war will 
refuse credit to those so engaged, they 
cannot participate in hostilities for any 
length of time, as we have all found out 
how very costly warfare can be. And 
refusing credit to prevent war would be 
a more Christian act than canceling the 
debts after the terrible destruction had 
been completed. For, after all, does any- 
one gain anything by war? Certainly 
we did not in the last one.

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INFLATION AND THE BONUS. 

The Thomas and Patman bills, for the issue of pa- 
per money to pay the bonus, are, despite minor dit- 
ferences, substantially the same. The Thomas Dill 
calls for the issue of over two billion dollars in Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank notes on the collateral of Govern- 
ment bonds, whereas the Patman bill calls for a di- 
rect issue of Government paper money. ° 

As far as the merits of the bonus go, these bills 
leave the situation unchanged: But by the proposal 
that the payment be made by the issue of paper 
money, the advocates of the bonus have tried a new 
line of attack. Those clamoring for the bonus can 
no longer be denounced as raiders of the public treas- 
ury, for by these bills they have been transformed 
into restorers of our departed prosperity. The con- 
flict between self-interest and the public welfare van- 
ishes in thin air as the supportérs of these bills de- 
liver their encomiums on the benefits that supposedly 
will spring from this additional monetary supply. 

The arguments in favor of these increased issues 
of paper money have a seductive glamour, We have 
had a disastrous collapse of prices, putting great 
hardships on debtors and making unprofitable many 
business operations. As an increase of the monetary 
supply raises prices, the payment of the bonus in this 
way will bring back prosperity. Thus runs the argu- 
ment. It forgets, however, that in the United States 
a large part of payments are made by checks drawn 
against demand deposits in commercial banks, Back 
of these deposits stand the gold holdings of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. Only about 10 per cent of our 
monetary transactions involve the payment of coin 
or paper money. Cash is simply the small change 
of modern economic society, and it is thé demand de- 
posits, and the rapidity with which they turn over, 
that is the greatest influence on the price level. As 
check payments increase and prices go up, the public 
requires more cash for wage payments and retail 
transactions. As prices fall, the cash in circulation 
becomes redundant and is deposited in the banks. Be- 
cause of the predominant influence that check pay- 
ments have on prices, it is not possible at a given 
price level to keep more than a given amount of 
cashin circulation, unless there is a change in the 
monetary habits of the public, such as a resort to 
hoarding. The great increase in money in the United 
States in the last year and a half did not raise prices 
and bring prosperity, as is only too apparent. This 
was a period of continuing deflation of bank credit, 
and the only reason the additional money could stay 
in circulation was that it was hoarded. 

A bright spot in our economic situation is the 
maintenance of public confidence in the soundness of 
the Federdi Reserve banks. Striking evidence of this 
is found in the fact that persons who no longer trust 
banks have put their funds, not in gold, but in Fed- 
eral Reserve note. Should there be, either among 
our own people or abroad, a general loss of confi- 
dence in the dollar, then a further withdrawal of 
foreign credits and a move to hoard gold on the part 
of our own citizens would almost certainly follow. 
The brunt of such an internal and external run would 
fall on the gold of the Federal Reserve System. It 
would accentuate that “passion for liquidity” which 
has been carried’ to such undesirable extremes by 
many commercial banks in recent months. 

Without confidence, a modern banking system can- 
not function properly. The prerequisite to credit ex- 
pansion and an upward movement of prices is con- 
fidence on the part both of the genera! public and our 
banking institutions. These bonus bills could have 
only the opposite effect. It is difficult to imagine 
legislation that would be more disastrous for our 
monetary and banking structure. 
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THE USES OF ADVERSITY. 

In an article recently reprinted from Collier’s 
Weekly, the statement was made that American vint- 
ners had learned more about the art of wine-making 
in the few years of prohibition than the world had 
ever suspected in all the centuries that have gone. 
They do it with yeasts, having caught the trick of 
stopping fermentation in its tracks, or driving it for- 
ward at incredible speed. Vintage dates, historical 
or apocryphal, as the case may be, are bound to lose 
their magic spell when it is known that a wine can 
be produced in 48 hours with as delicate a bouquet 
and as fine an aroma as were once achieved only by 
the dispensation of a perfect season and the mellow: 
ing grace of time. : 

Necessity is, of course, the mother of invention, a 
truth that is being marvelously demonstrated hy the 
automobile industry, New highs have been reached 
in beauty and utility which, except for the depression, 
would have come by tho slow, leisurely process of evo- 
lution. It may fairly be assumed; too, that produc- 
tion, in its almost infinite entirety, is developing a 
technique which will bestow upon mankind a hap- 
pier tomorrow as compensation for the vicissitudes 
of today. 

“Sweet are the uses of adversity.” 

CARDINAL O’CONNELL’S STATEMENT. 

Aside from the matter of church discipline, with 
which we have no concern, Cardinal O’Connell’s state- 
ment about “hysterical addresses from ecclesiastics,” 
referring, of course, to the radio speeches of the Rev 
Charles Coughlin of Detroit, challenges public atten- 
tion. The Cardinal goes further than merely to ques- 
tion the propriety of Father Coughlin’s behavior; he 
attacks free discussion in general. To- quote: 


I am deeply convinced that there is altogether 
too much talk. It is too serious a time to talk 
unless something serious and constructive is 
said, something of real use to the community. 


Evidently, Cardinal O’Connell does not think the, 
Detroit priest has said anything of a “serious and 
constructive” nature. We disagree. Father Cough- 
lin’s addresses have been intensely serious, and he 
has made numerous suggestions intended to remedy 
the condition in which the country finds itself. His 
expositions of ,rohibition, unemployment, interna- 
tional debts, etc., even though one may not subscribe 
to them, were marked by obvious sincerity and earn- 
estness. 

Since when has open discussion of public problems 
céased to be desirable? It is a novel theory of Car- 
dina] O’Connell’s that: “there is altogether toe much 
talk.” We have always labored under the impres- 
on that democracy reaches its highest expression 
when citizens possess interest enough in government 
and its problems to make them their favorite subject 
of conversation. It is only out «f discussion that the 
people can understand what is going on in this coun- 
try and reach conclusions as to what can be done 
about it.

_Among those tagged by Old Man Depression 
now number Samuel Insull of Insull, Insull & In- 
sull. Recently the last word in centralized contro! of 
business, he now finds*himself a receiver for the Mid- 
dle West Utilities Co. the $2,500,000,000 , holding 
company which be built up of utilities scattered from 
Maine to Texas and froth Florida to the Dakotas. 

The receivership, we are given to understand, Is 
the result of a friendly action brought for a claim of 
@ mere $8000 by a printing company, in which Martin 
J. Insull, head of Middle West, holds considerable 
stock. Moreover, we are assured that it in no wise 
affects the big utilities under the Insull management. 
Be that as it may, a conference of officials and bank- 
ers, preliminary to the proceedings in Federal Court, 
agreed that a receivership constituted the only way 
to meet a $10,000,000 note maturity due June 1, to say 
nothing of other financial problems. The court appar- 
ently concurred, so we.now have what is described 
as the “most important receivership ih the history 
of finance.” F 

This occurrence furnishes a splendfd opportunity 
to remind ourselves how far the holding company 
yacket has gone. A chart showing the set-up of Mid- 
dle West is a maze of subsidiaries of subsidiaries 
reaching unto the third and fourth generations. A 
diagram of Washington bureaucracy would be little if 
any- more involved. One subsidiary, the Nationa! 
Electric Power Co., for example, is composed of six 
major companies, stretching from Michigan to the 
White Mountains. One of them, the New England 
Public Service Co., in turn is composed of eight 
companies in Vermont, New Hampshire, Maine, etc. 
To get nearer home, one branch starts with the 
Commonwealth Light & Power Corporation, as its 
first subsidiary, moves on to the Inland Power & 
Light Co., and then does a fan-spread {nto seven com- 
panies; namely, the Arkansas-Missouri Power Co., 
Dalhart Public Service Co., Kansas Power Co., Michi- 
gan Public Service Co., East Kansas Pipe Line) Mis- 
souri Edison Co., and the Missouri Public Service Co. 

The topheavy superstructure of the holding com- 
pany method of enriching utility magnates belongs to 
boom times. A device whereby the investment bankers 
secure from the people sums greatly in excess of the 
value of the properties involved, it depends on loose 
money for its operation.

A REAL PROBLEM.

HE decision of the Federal Reserve 
-§ banks to buy Government securities on 
. a large scale has. been greeted with a 
variety of opittions ranging a)! the way from 
high optimism through a benevolent skep- 
ticlsm to outright opposition. This was to 
be expected. The operation which they are 
conducting is an experiment. The theory 
behind it is a relatively new one in the 
practice of central banking and there is no 
entirely adequate past experience upon 
which to rely. There is some promising 
expertence, and there is preponderant but 
not usanimous opinion among experts here 
and abroad that, all things considered, the 
time has come when the risks of not suc- 
ceeding in it are far less than the risks of 
not trying it. . 

Difficult as the subject is, it is of such 
great importance to everyone that an effort 
to understand it is in order. I am by no 
means certain that I understand it, for the 
monetary experts have not yet made their 
mysteries very intelligible. But here, at 
least, is what the thing seems to be about: 

During the last two and a half years the 
banks have been calling loans and selling 
securities, They have been doing this be- 
cause they have wished to. be liquid, that is 

_to say, they have wished to be ready to pay 
off their depositors in cash, For after all, 
the first duty of a bank is to be able to 
pay its depositors their money. Now the 
effort to be liquid in this sense has caused 
the banks to force rrowers at the banks 
to sell their assets to repay their loans; the 
sale of securities by the banks and by bor- 
rowers from the banks has forced down the 
price of securities. Thus, with everybody 
trying to sell, all prices have been falling, 
and as they fell, loans and securities which 
were sound have become unsound *So mote 
loans had to be called and more securities 
dumped and more assets sacrificed, which 
in turn brought down all prices some more. 
This is what is known as the vicious spiral 
of deflation. 

Now as long as this vicious spira) is in 
progress, a readjustment is impossible.

The principle of the Federal Reserve pol- 
icy now adopted is deliberately to counteract 
this downward spiral of contraction.

Retail 
food prices have fallen almost to pre-war 
levels. Wages have fallen considerably. But 
the cost of money in enterprise has re- 
mained far above pre-war levels.. It is not 
likely that a new economic equilibrium can 
be attained while the cost of money, which 
is so impértant an item in the costs of 
production, is so greatly out of line with 
other costs, 

If this reading of events is correct, the 
present policy of forcing up prices of bonds 
in order to diminish their yield may be 
looked upon, not as an inflation at all, but 
as an attempt to bring thd cost of money 
down to a point where there can again be a 
profitable equilibrium among the factors of 
production. It may well be that the true 
significance of the Federal Reserve policy, 
therefore, is hot merely to make the banks 
liquid and then to tempt them to extend 
credit, but also to make the cost of credit 
so reasonable that at these lower levels 
enterprise can again become profitable. 

It would follow that the pélicy requires 
not merely courage but persistence. Not too 
much must be expected too quickly. It is 
not magic and no sensational results should 
be expect ed. It will take time and con- 
tinuity ‘of effort to produce the effect. In 
SO great a depression, the necessary read- 
justments are so profound and so extensive 
that one remedial process, however vital, 
can only work itself out slowly, -

The brocze statue of a Zuni In- 


bird charmer, executed by 
Walker Hancock, young former St 
Louisan who has attained promi-| 
nence as a sculptor in the East, was | 
set up yestercay on a granite base 
east of the bird cage in Forest Park 
Zoo. It was designed as a memorial 
to the first wife of Augustus Masch- 
meyer, who left $12,000 in his will 


The sculptor came to St. Louis! 
from New York for the occasion 
and is spending a few days at the 
home of his father, W. Scott 
Hancock, 4332 McPherson ave- 
nue. There was no ceremony, 
but Hancock was anxious to sec 
how his statue looked in its per- 
manent setting. 

Chatting with George ‘with Vie-| 


director of the Zoo, and with Vic- 
tor Holm, under whom he studied 
a few years ago at St. Louis Schoo! 
of Fine Arts of Washington Univer- 
sity, Hancock remarked that the} 
most challenging problem presented | 
was to design a statue which would 
be interesting from each of the 
various approaches. 
Description of Statue. 


The figure, slightyl larger than 
life size, is that of a brawny young 
Indian, nude except for a loin ¢loth. 
The bird charmer is poised in a

sell galvanized sheets under the in- 
stitute’s “seal of quality.” estab- 
lishing a standard two-ounc2 zinc 
coating. 

Production had increased rapidly 
in recent months, he said, and pres- 
ent conditions indicated the success 
of the campaign, particularly in 
view of the accumulating needs of 
farmers. The galvanizing industry 
is a leading consumer of zinc. |

Philadelphia, Spending $300,000 © 
A Week to Care for Its Needy, 
Calls on State for Assistance 


Another Shecial Session of Legislature Urged, 
to Provide $7,500,000 to Carry Work 
Through Present Year.

PHILADELPHIA, April 19. 
The City of Brotherly Love is call- 
ing for aid from the State of Penn- 


With more than 59,000 familtes, 
or nearly 250,000 persons, receiving 
help from the Philadelphia com- 
mittee for Unemployment Relief, 
and with municipal and privately 
contributed funds exhausted, the 
$2,501,000 recently appropriated by 
a special session of ‘the Legisia- 
ture is being used in meeting de- 


mands amounting to $300,000 a 
week. This money, it is estimated, 
will be spent before July 1, and 
Philadelphia will need $7,500,000 
more to get through 1932. 

Another special session of the 
Legislature is urged by the reiief 
committee as the only way to 
avoid “the greatest calamity in the 
history of the commonwealth. * The 
recent special session appropriated 
$10,000,000 for relief in the State, 
of which Philadelphia's share was 
the 32,501,000 now being expend- 
ed. Pittsburg, which received 
about $1,000,000 of the State ap- 
propriation, is understood to be in 
an equally serious situation. 


Urges State Aid. 


“The burden,” says the Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger editortaiiy, 
“has become too great for the [irst 
line of defense, private charity. It 
has overwhelmed the se¢ond line 
of defense, the public funds of 
cities, boroughs and counties can- 
not meet the demands. The third 
line of defense, the commonwealth 
itself, must take up the burden. 
Action cannot be delayed in4efi- 
hitely. 

“The last and only possibility of 
relief is from the commonwealth. 
It can act only through the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The late special 
session was wrecked by factienal- 
ism—Pinchot political moves met 
and checked by anti-Pinchot coun- 
ter-moves. It was a sordid and 
humiliating spectacle.” 

Last year, City Council appro- 
priated $3,000,000 municipal funds 
for relief purposes, in addition to 
the $1,200,000 annually appropriat- 
ed for care of dependent children. 
This year, the necessity for re- 
trenchment in the city budget elim- 
inated the possibility of city aid. 
The $16,000,000 quota set by wel- 
fare agencies for their needs was 
met by Philadelphia citizens. That 
fund has been virtyally exhauated. 
Horatio G. Lloyd, member of the 
banking house of Drexel & Cn, 
and $1-a-year executive of the city 
Department of Public Welfare, is 
chairman of the Committee for Ur- 
employment Relief, commonly 
known as the Lloyd Committee. 
Leading citizens, including Samuel 
M. Vauclain, board chairman of 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
Edward T. Stotesbury. capitalist, 
Dr. Jacob Billikopf, social worker, 
Lessing J. Rosenwald and Denis 
Cardinal Dougherty, signed the 
committee's recent plea for legis- 
lative action. 

“It is ugeless and unfair,” the 
committee said, “to expect to raise 
any substantial sum by another ap- 
peal to the public at this time.” 
The reason for this is that subscrip- 
tions in the last drive called for 
installment payments 
through the year. 
How Money Has Been Used. 
The $10,000,000 raised by public 
subscription, the committee reports, 
was allotted one-half to the Wel- 
fare Federation and the Federation 
of Jewish Charities, and the other 
one-half, $5,000,000, to the Lloyd 
Committee. 

“Under this arrangement our 
committee received from the Unit. 
ed Campaign, and expended frora 
Dec. 23, 1931, to March 22, 1932, 
$3,530,818.61. 

“Our committee is distributing 
relief to 59,629 families. Though 
the average sum given to a farnily 
is only $4.23 a week, the amount 
of the expenditures thus required 
to be made, and which are in fact 
made, is $50,000 a day for six days 
of. the week, $300,000 a week, or 
about $1,250,000 a month.” 

The committee cites the state- 
ment of the department of indus- 
trial relations of the University of 
Pennsylvania that, at the time of its 
investigation in February, there 
were 291,000 workers-wholly un- 
employed in rigmangece $9 © 

“People who are not brought into 
contact with the actualities of the 
situation,’’” the committee said, 
“walk the streets of Philadelphia, 
and not seeing actual distress, as- 
sume that things cannot be so bad 
as they are painted. The investi- 
gators and workers who go into the 
homes know the real story. There 
are some cases of impositions by 
people not actually in want, but 
these mistakes and frauds are s0 
smal! in number as to be virtually 
negligible. 

“The only possibility of relief at 
this time is from the State Gov- 
ernment. The $2,601,000 allotted 
to this city from the appropriation 
at the recent special session of the 
Legislature will enable the work of 
our committee to be carried on un- 
til July 1 at the latest.” For the 
rest of the year, Philadelphia will 
require at least $7,500,000 to take 
care of the nymber.at preapnt re-} 
ceiving ald. 

“It would seem essantial for the 
leaders of our local citizenry to con- 
fer and plan with those of other 
cities and districts of the State— 
professional men, business men, 
bankers, merchants, manufacturers. 
teachers, men foremost in all walks 
of life—to the end that this prob-

“The details of the measure to be 
adopted presumably may be left to 
the wisdom and the patriotism of 
the Executive and the Legislature; 
but the informed, intelligent, right- 
eous-minded and humane citizen- 
ship of thé State must make plain 
their insistence that our community 
life shall not be disgraced by fail- 
ure on the part of those intrusted 
with the authority of Government 
to act whole-heartedly, promptly 
and with broad vision to meet this 
grave situation.” 

The Lioyd committee has, ac- 
knowledged the co-operation of the 
Welfare Federation and Federation 
of Jewish Charities, which, with 
their one-half of the privately con- 
tributed $10,009,000, care for 160 
charitable institutions, including 
hespitals, orphanages, homes for 
the aged and societies for welfare 
work. 

“These institutions,” the com- 
mittee said, “constitute the perma- 
nent backbone of charity work, and 
nothing could be more imperative 
than that they should be properly 
supported. However, with a prop- 
er realization of the situation con- 
fronting us, they generously agreed 
the Committce for Unemployment 
Relief should take the first funds 
collected from the campaign sub- 
scriptions over and above the 
monthly allotments required to 
meet current needs.”

The Detroit Real Estate Board 
announced that it had between 
60,000 and 60,00¢ signatures to pe- 
titions demanding a maximum 
for next yeas of $61,000,000—the 
estimated tax collections for the 
year. 

The budget adopted calls for 
$74,000,000. Failure to reduce the 
budget, real estate board officers 
said, would result in a special elec- 
tion for submission of the proposal 
as a charter amendment. 

The Taxpayers’ Protective Asso- 
aqlation has filed petitions signed 
by 30,000 calling for a vote on an 
amendment to the charter reduc- 
ing by 50 per cent all salaries in 
excess of $2250.

His Pablic Utility Policy. 

* In hie discussion of public utility 
questions he praised Gov. Smith by 
name, Twenty-five years ago, he 
suld, a New York Legislature at- 
tempted to alienate:to the Alumli- 
num Co. of America the rights of 
the people of New York in the St. 
Lawrence River. This effort was 
“happily frustrated” and then be- 
gan a renewed struggle over the 
water power rights. In this con- 
test his “distinguished predecessor” 
prevented contro) from passing out 
of the hands of the State, 

Roosevelt said that when he took 
office he laid down the definite 
principle that the power in question 
should never be alienated from the 
people; that dams and power 
houses should be constructed by 
the public authority and should al- 
ways remafn in the hands of that 
authority: that transinission should 
be offered in the first instance to 
private management, but that if a 
fair contract could not be had with 
private capital, then the State itself 
should go into the transmission 
business. 

Expansion of Utilities, 

“If, during this past generation,” 
he continued, “that fundamental 
had been observed by our courts, 
by all of our public service com- 
missions, by our Legislatures, 
there would-be no problem of the 
control of utilities today. It is an 
unfortunate fact, which is not de- 
nied by the leading bankers or the 
leading utility men themeelves, 
that-largely through the building 
up of a reries great mergers and 
a series of great holding compa- 
nies, the capital structure, especil- 
ly in the case of the electric utill- 
ties, has been allowed to expand to 
an extent far beyond the actual 
wise and necessary cash invest- 
ment. 

“Itiga simple fact that in thou- 
sands of cases throughout the 
United States electric utility com- 
panies have sought, and in many 
instances have succeeded in ob- 
taining permission to charge rates 
which will bring an unnecessarily 
large return, not on this cash in- 
vestment, but on a definite infla- 
tion of capital. 

“T am putting this case very 
calmy and conservatively. It could 
be put much more fercibly, and it 
would be er -y t? make accusations 
against many of the great utility 
companies now operating in this 
country. Recrimination, however, 
is not particularly useful—it is 
more useful to state the principles 
that go back for centuries in such 
a way that the reople of this coun- 
try will understand those princi- 
ples and will understand, how, in 
losing sight of them, We have made 
ourselves the victims. 

High Rates Result. 

“The net zsesult of our blindness, 
of our failure to regulate, and of 
our failure to say that if private 
capital will not operate for a rea- 
sonable profit, government will 
have to operate itself—is that in 
most places of the United States 
the householder and the farmers 
and the small business men are 
paying vastly more for that very 
necessary part of our modern life 


.—electricity—than they have any 


right to be paying. 

“It is neither radical, nor a vio- 
lation of any principle of sound 
business, for me to state in definite 
terms that public servants with a 
proper regard for the interests of 
the people themselves nust exert 
every effart to restore the funda- 
mentals of public control, and this 
applies not cnly fn every state cap- 
itol, but also in the control by the 
National Government over these 
great sources of power which fall 
under the jurisdiction of the Na- 
tional Government.” 

It had become clear, Roosevelt 
went on, that when the transmis- 
sion of electric power crossed state 
lines, control could not be effective- 
ly maintained by state alone or 


through agreements among neigh- 


boring states, but must be nation- 
ally exercised. 
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NEW JERSEY MEDICAL SOCIETY 
STARTS ADVERTISING CAMPAIGN 


scrupulous Practitiuners.”

JERSEY CITY, Ill,, April 19.— 
The Hudson County Medicai So- 
ciety published its first newspaper 
advertisement yesterday. It was 
four columns wide and 18 inches 
deep, appeared in several newspa- 
pers, and contained the names of 
all-of the society's 450 members, 
listed alphabetically and by mu- 
nicipalities. 

Dr. P. E. Maras, chairman of the 
society’s Publicity Committee, said 
it was done “to protect the public 
against the practice of irresponsi- 
ble and unscrupulous practitioners 
of the healing art.” 

One of he most rigid provisions 
of the medical code of ethics has 
been that physicians and surgeons 
must not advertise. 

Dr. Maras said there would be 
other arvertisements in the near 
future and that they would not be 
confined to a mere listing of mem- 
bers, but would explain some of 
the services of the society, such as 
the 24-hour physicians’ and sur- 
geons’ telephone exchange. 


CLERK OF NEW YORK CITY COUR 
FREED OF SEABURY CHARGES 


Board of Justices Decides to Dis- 
miss Case Based on Large 
Bank Deposits. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 19. — Chief 
Justice Edward B. Ia Fetra an- 
nounced today that the Board of 
Justices of the City Court voted 
unanimously at a meeting last 
night to dismiss charges made by 
Samuel Seabyry, counsel to the 
Legislative City Investigation Com- 
mittee, against Harry C. Perry, 
chief clerk to the City Court. 

The specific charges investigated 
by a committee appointed by the 
Board of Justices included a state- 
ment by Seabury that Perry, from 
1927 to 1931, inclusive, deposited 
$135,061.50, which was in excess 
of his salary, and a further report 
that the chief clerk borrowed, $4500 
from the Empire Trust Co., in 
which he had no account, through 
the medium of discounting three 
notes of $1500 each. At the time 
of the transactions the trust com- 
pany was a depository of city funds 
under Perry's control, it was 
charged. 


GEN. DI GIORGIO, ITALY, DIES 


Former Minister of War, Who Re- 
signed in 1925. 


By the Associated Press. 
PALERMO, Italy. April 19.— 


Major-General Antonino di Giorgio, 
who was Minister of War in 1925, 
died here yesterday. He was 64 
years old an4 had retired from the 
army. 

Gen. 4i Giorgio resigned as Min- 
ister of War in April, 1925, after an 
army reorganization bill, providing 
for an army of variable size, which 
he sponsored, met with strong con- 
demnation. The bill’ was consid- 
ered a step toward a reduction of 
the standing army. A revised bill 
was passed later, calling for a 
standing army of 220,000 men in- 
stead of the 149,000 proposed by 
Di Giorgio.

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HE ideal germicide would de- 
stroy bacteria but leave human 
tiasue unharmed. Unfortunately 
we have no ideal germicide. 
Different antiseptics and germi- 
cides vary in their effectiveness un- 
der different circumstances, 

The mere statement that a cer- 
tain germicide wili kill so many 
millions of germs within a given 
time is without significance uniess 
the circumstances surrounding the 
test are also described. 

Thus bichioride of mercury In the 
dilution of one part of the germi- 
cide to a thousand parts of water 
will kill typhoid bacilli in two and 
one-half minutes, but if the bacilli 
are in as little as 2 to 3 per cent of 
fecat matter the efficiency of the 
bichioride is reduced by 90 per cent. 
Germicides and antiseptics may 
act in a variety of ways, though 
they are dill effective by altering 
and destroying the protoplasm of 
micro-organisms. 

Heat and light, the latter in the 
form of sunlight or ultra violet 
light, destroy bacteria. Oxidising 
agents such as hydrogen peroxide, 
potassium permanganate, chlorine, 
bromine and fodine destroy bacteria 
chemically. 

Acids, alkali, alcohol, pheno! and 
carbolic acid also destroy bacteria, 
Fortunately the protoplasm of 
bacteria in many cases is more 
readily injured than is the proto- 
plasm of body cells. Therefore a 
number of the foregoing germicides 
can be used Sereeerey in diluted 
forms,
